Railway  Station*. 

Tbs  old  building  00  Belleville  Ave¬ 
nue  need  by  the  New  York  and 
Greeiwiod  lake  Railroad  Company 
as  s  station  is  about  to  be  tom  down 
by  the  owners.'  This  will  necessitate 
the  removal  of  the  station  elsewhere. 
A  temporary  stopfjjng  place  may  be 
fixed  at  Spruce  Street,  but  k  m  the 
ultimate  intention  of  the  Comps  y  to 
erect  a  passenger  depot  at  Walnut 
Street,  where  there  ia  abundance  of 
room  for  both  buildings  and  siding. 
This  intention  has  awaken*  d  anew 
the  project  of  extending  beech  Street 
serose  the  caf*J  to  Walnut  Street,  to 
afford  access  to  the  new  station  from 
Belleville  Avenue,  Spruce  Street, 
Monroe  Place,  etc. 

Many  residence*  of  the  best  ciaa* 
have  recently  been  established 
Belleville  Avenue  east  of  the  canal, 
and  the  entire  .ridge.i*  destined  to 
become  the  choicest  part  of  the  town. 
It  should  therefore  have  a  depot 
building,  not  only  of  ample  size  to 
allow  for  future  growth,  but  it  should 
•  be  a  handsome  structure. 

Its  permanent  location  there  will 
nsoeasitate  other  changes  and 
provsmenta  in  the  stations  along  the 
liaa  in  Bloomfield.  The  Glen  Ridge 
station  at  Chestnut  Hill  is  a  very  ueat 
om,  only  lacking  in  the  proper  grad 
ing  and  beautifying  of  the  grounds 
surrounding  it,  and  the  providing 
sidewalks  and  macadam  roads  ap¬ 
proaching  it,  which  the  borough  will 
no  doubt  soon  provide  within 
lines.  Bloomfield  should  macadamize 
Benaon  Street  to  Essex  Avenue,  and 
also  should  extend  Bute  Street  to 
afford  access  to  the  ridge  station  oh 
the  south  aide 

Ou  the  extreme  east  across  the 
Capaffthe  station  at  Orchard  Street 
wifl  probably  be  moved  further  east 
to  Willet  Street,  and  the  Soho,  or 
“Umbrella  Station”  a a  *  104  call  it, 
discontinued.
